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Sir: 

I, Hiroaki Kaneko, am one of the inventors of the present 
invention. 

I have conducted the following experiments. 

409 mg (40 equivalents based on 100 equivalents of the 
carboxyl group of hyaluronic acid) of 

L-ot-dipalmitoylphosphatidyl ethanolamine was dissolved in 200 
ml of a 1/1 solution of tetrahydrof uran and water (v/v) . 500 
mg of sodium hyaluronate was added to this solution, and 0 . 1M 
HC1 and 0 . 1M NaOH were added to the resulting solution to adjust 
its pH to 6.8. 120 mg of a hydrochloric acid salt of 
l-ethyl-3- [3- (dimethylamino) propyl] -carbodiimide (WSC) and 
100 mg of 1-hydroxybenzotriazole (HOBt) were dissolved in 10 
ml of a 1/1 solution of tetrahydrof uran and water, and the 
resulting solution was added to a reaction system and stirred 
through the night. After stirring, the obtained solution was 
purified by dialysis and freeze dried to obtain a product of 
interest . 

30 mg of this freeze dried product was dissolved in 970 
mg of ion exchange water to form a non-viscous liquid having 
a concentration of 3 wt%. 
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It is understood fromthe above experiments that hyaluronate 
phospholipids conjugated with a saturated fatty acid, i.e., 
a saturated C16 fatty acid and actually embodied by the cited 
reference Katsukiyo et al. does not form a hydrogel but a 
non-viscous liquid under the same conditions as in Example 
1 of the present application.
